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The Dublia Police—The Whole Force 
Demoralized. 


Dustin, September 1. 

There is great excitement in the 
city. All the police atations are occu- 
pied by strong guards of military. The 
men discharged were those who at- 
tended last night’s meeting, at which 
the conduct of Captain Talbot, Chief 
Superintendent, vas denounced. 
Captain Talbot announced the dismis- 
sols, the police being paraded in the 
Castle yard for the purpose. It is said 


there will be a general strike to night. 
When the police were discharged they 
gave cheers for the Queen and their 
officers, soldiers taking their places. 

Their officers advised them te sead a 


tenant, asking that they be reinsta'ed. 
The Lord Mayor has had an interview 
with Earl Spencer on the subject. 
Special meetings of the corporation 
will be held to discuss the matter. 
The dismissed constables were ordered 
to take off their uniforms within an 
hour after receiving their discharge. 
On quitting the barracks the men 
were cheered by the crowd which had 
gathered outside. Many ex- police in 
citizens clothes ure moving about in 
bodies, harangued occasionally by ex- 
policemen. A number of persons not 
connected with the police are taking 
advantage of the occasion to deliver 
orations to the populace. At 10 o'clock 
P. Mu. roughs assembled ina mob and 
attacked a train of cars, and broke the 
windows of the police station on Col- 
lege street. 

At 10:30 to night a mob in Bruns- 
wick street threw stones at the treops 
and one man was wounded. A magis- 
trate read the riot act, the trvops

The Yellow Fever.

Additional particulars from Browns- 
ville to Dr. Hamilton, Supervising 
Surgeon of the General Marine Hos- 
pital service, shows about one-fifth of 
the population of the city down with 
The precautions taken 
by Dr. Hamilton against the spread of 
the disease from Brownsville are 
almost perfect in character, and there 
is litt'e fear of the progress of the 
epidemic beyond the limits of four 
counties included in the outer cordon 
of guards. The districts which are 
now affected inclnde the counties 
of Sepia, with 3,600 people; Starr, 
with 8,300; Hidalgo, 4,800; and Cam- 
eron, iu which Brownsville i is situated, 
1,500. The cordon of guards pro- 
tecting the outer world agniust emi 
grants from these counties is com pused 
of 125 Texas rangers stretched aloog 
the 124 miles of railway running be- 
tween Corpus Christi and Laredo. 
The inner cordon is composed of a 
like guard, smaller in number, thrown 
around the northern and western sec- 
tions of the city. Persons desiring to 
leave the city can go out into the dis- 
trict above spoken of, by having their 
baggage fumigated and their more 
contagious effects destroyed. Beyond 
the cordoa on the Corpus Christi and 
Laredo railway, however, no person is 
allowed to go. This road, to all in- 
tents and purposes, is the “dead. line.“ 
any person attempting to cross the 
limits is liable to be shot down. On 
each of the innumerable wagon-roads 
running from the raiiroad into the 
country for distances of seven and 
eight miles are well-armed relays of 
guards, whose duty it is to notify the 
outer cordon of the approach of per- 
sons frem the infected district.

| "AE RAGING TRUCKER. 
The Rise and Fall of Nevada's Mighty 
River, and the Came of Re 
tions. 
The Truckee river is at prevent 


lower than the oldest inbabitants ever 
remember of haviog seen it before. 
In the afternoons its bed is entirely 
dry in places where the water has 
never before failed to run, and the en- 


tire volume looke as though it might 
be confined to an ordinary-sized 
flume. This apparent drying up of 
the waters of the river is no’, however, 
occasioned so much by the great quan- 
tity of water which is required to sup. 
ply the many irrigating canals and 
ditches which tap the river, as most 
uf our people suppose. A close ob- 
server will often notice that in the 
moroings the river has risen several 
feet, and seems to have enough water 
to fl. at à canal - boat. This is occa- 
-ioned by the onening of the gates to 
large dams which are constructed in 
the river above Truckee, to enable 
mill men to float logs down the river 
during the low-water season. There 
are several of these dams at intervals 
of »boat a mile between Truckee and 
Tahoe. The loggers fill the river bed 
with saw-logs from the different 
camps in the mountains, by means of 
dry-chutes principaily, and when the 
mills, situated on the river near 
Truckee, are ready for a new invoice of 
logs, one or two of these dams 
which have backed up a large amount 
uf water are opened up and the logs 
along the river ure washed by the 
flood into the mill pond. By morn- 
ing the full force of this flood has 
reached Keno, causing the very fre- 
quent and noticeable changes io the 
quantity of water in the river. Of 
course, when the gates to these dams 
are closed and the water is backing up 
for a long dist«nce, the flow becomes 
very limited until the dams are filled 
to running over again. Water in the 
Truckee is still plentiful and with a 
simple twist of the wrist on the Von 
Schmidt dam, Lake Tahoe, a quantity 
could be sent down here that would 

more than satisfy the most thirsty 
Afalfa patch. At each opening of 
the gates an unusually large quantity 
of sawdust is brought down the river 
this season, despite the laws of Cuali- 
fornia and Nevada and the efforts of 
the Fish Commissioners to prevent it.
